POOT OF STRATOSPHERE BALLOON TELLS OF HIS TRIP 
By CAPT. ORVIL A. ANDERSON. 
Pilot of the Stratosp here Balloon, 
Ex p lorer II. 
B y the Asso cia ted Press 
Kimball, S. D., Nov . 12 — The 
third .stratosp rere balloon flight 
sp onsored by the United States 
I army and the National Geogra­ 
p hic society , as far as Cap tain 
Albert W. Stev ens and I were 
I able to tell, was a success in ev ­ 
ery way . 
The flight itself was fine, but 
the 
waiting 
for 
satisfactory 
I weather was hell. 
We went up to 73,000 feet and 
could hav e gone 5,000 feet high- 
| er in safety . 
We ex p erienced 
no discomfort although temp er- 
latures outside were as low as 76 
I degrees below zero. 
Inside the 
j gondola temp eratures went no 
lower than 23 
degrees abov e 
zero. 
From a study of map s we were 
conv inced y esterday that satis­ 
factory conditions p rev ailed aft­ 
er six weeks of waiting. We gav e 


the order to start inflating about 
I p . rn. y esterday . 
We started actually p utting in 
gas but were subjected to delay 
as a result of a fabric flaw and 
we had to do a field rep air job. 
We were not able to get off until 
about 7 a. rn., cutting two hours 
off our flight. 
This made it 
mandatory that we eliminate 
the intermediate stop at 53,000 
feet, and th at we go instead 
straight to the top , which 
we 
did. 
We cleared the rim of the bowl 
about 50 feet. We had to take off 
in the direction of the highest 
cliffs. We left about 800 p ounds 
light, this being necessary be­ 
cause we had a northwest wind 


j running at the takeoff and the 
balloon had to be shot into the 
air p retty fast. 
About 50 feet ov er the rim, a 
stiff down draft struck the bal­ 
loon, making it necessary to dis­ 
charge 750 p ounds of ballast rap ­ 
idly in order to av oid 
being 


thrown down against the cliff. 
This was the toughest sp ot of 
our flight. 
After reaching an 
altitude of about 15,000 feet, I 
slowed our rate of ascent so th at 
Cap t. Stev ens could rig the in­ 
struments which trailed under­ 
neath the gondola rop es. After 
we had both returned to the 
gondola, we sealed the p orts and 
started up again. 
We then started what instru­ 
ments were not already in op er­ 
ation, including our air p urifier. 
Cap t, Stev ens kep t an ey e on all 
the instruments, while I watched 
nav igation, try ing to m aintain 
an ascent of 400 feet a minute. 
As the balloon ap p roached the 
height at which the bag was 
fully ex p anded I slowed the 
climb to 200 feet a minute in 
order to av oid strain. 
We reached 73,000 feet four 
four hours after our takeoff. As 
this was the ap p rox imate height 
desired I stop p ed the balloon 
and maintained th at altitude 


for an hour and 40 minutes, 
starting down a t 12:30 p . rn. 
At the p eak of our flight we 
were hov ering ov er the Niabrara 
riv er in northern Nebraska. 
I attemp ted to p ick out stars 
in the heav ens, but was unable 
to see any . The moon was not 
out y et. 
The sky was a dark 
blue, tinged with p urp le. 
Beneath us, nearly 14 miles 
away , the earth lost much of its 
detail and the horizon was an 
indistinct blur.
